Wednesday morning at 2:30 o'cloclr, 
while the second extra train. No. 83 
freight, on the N. Y., P. & O. wa-s going 
east, nine miles west of Ashland, O., 
the engine exploded, killing James 
Murphy, fireman, and A1 Graham, en- 
gineer. A portion of Murphy’s body 
a’os throa'n about fifty rods south of 
the track into a comflolA while bis legs 
and arms were throa-n north of the track 
about the same distance. A1 Graham’s 
body was thrown north of the track 
some distance. His bead was crushed 
and his body terribly mangled. The train 
was an oil train, drawing twenty-one 
cars loaded with crude olL The engine 
exploding caused the oil to take fire and 
eight of the oil cars exploded with 
great force, throwing oil over the fields 
for a quarter .of a mile arounA The 
fences and every thing combustible 
within the distance was burned. A con- 
struction train came up from liebind and 
saved the remaining coal oil cara The 
train bad just entered a cut and was 
running at the rate of thirty miles an 
hour down grade when the explosion 
occurred. The bodies of the unfortun- 
ate fireman and engineer were taken to 
Gallon. No trains ran all day Wednes- 
day.

The Great Tnnnel rnder St. Clair Hirer 
Finished. 

The longest river tunnel extant is 
completed at last It runs beneath the 
Sk Clair river between I’ort Huron and 
Sarnia, thus creating another link bo- 
tween tho United States and Canada. 
The work is one of special value to rail- 
roads crossing at that point, whore fer- 
ries have been need hitherto. It is built 
under the supervision of the Canadian 
government. Is owned by a private com- 
pany, has no double in the world, anA 
in many ways, Is a marvel. The length 
of the tunnel from tho lieginning 
of ODO approach to the end of the op- 
ixtsite side is '28,000 feet, G.OOO of which 
are wholly under ground, with 2,310 feet 
under the river, 2,:j«0 under Michigan 
land, and 2,100 under Canadian. It Is 
entirely a unique constTUCtion, built ex- 
clusively of Iron, without a atone or 
brick in it. It is simply an Iron tube 
made of plates, 0,000 foot lung and ‘20 
foe.t in diameter, perfectlj' round and 
water-tight, as dry as a street in sum- 
mer time, lighted by electric light, ven- 
tilated by air engines and kept at the 
right temperature by sWain pipt-s. It 
required four years for its construction 
nnd only tlin'O workmen wore killed 
during that time. 



81a Inreodiary Fires la Brooklyn, Two 
la Teaemeat-noase Cellars— Three Chil- 
dren Badly Barned. 

Fires that were plainly of an incen- 
diary origin started in six different lo- 
calities in Brooklyn Saturday night and 
early Sunday morning and fosulted In 
the Injury of several persons and tho 
arrest of two men on suspicion 
of being tho incendiaries. Two of 
the fires were started in tho cellars of 
crowded tenement bouses, and in the 
last one, which occurred at 1:30 Sunday 
morning, three of tho occupants were 
severely burned in making their escape. 
Their names were: Mary Moore, aged 
nine years; John Schmidt, aged nine- 
teen months, and Ann O’Reilly, aged 
two years. The aggregate loss was 
small, as the fires were promptly ox- 
tinguisboA

Praierta for a Sea Canal to Paris and a 
Railway Across the Sahara. 

M. YuesGuyot, the French Minister 
of Public Works, has submitted to tho 
Cabinet a project for the construction 
of a sea canal to Paris. His plans were 
favorably considereA and were referred 
to a committee of engineers. Tho Com- 
mission of Inquiry, which has been in- 
vestigating traiM-Saharian railway 
schemes, have approved a route from 
Constans and Biskra, in Algeria, across 
the desert to Lake Tchad. ‘This route is 
by way of TimoMinlss and AmgulA and 
traverses the Tonarogs country. Its 
length is given as two thousand mllo& 
The project Is backed by the Banquo ‘

The Central Strike. 

The strike situation, on the Central 
railroad, on the surface, ap]>cars to bo 
unchanged. John Devilln, of tho K of 
L Executirc Board. addrcs.sed a meet- 
ing Wednesday night, fv'vcral of tho 
striking sa itchinen applied to the sup<'r- 
Intendent for reinstatement at Buffalo, 
N. Y. Their cases are being considereA 
A considerable number of new men who 
came to Buffalo to take tho strikers’ 
places are in tho hospital suffering from 
the results of accidents. Several have 
bad their arms caught lietwccn the 
bumpers and smashed, and others aro 
minus fingers. 



Tight- Eopa Killing. 

Nannie Eyer, aged eleven yeara, wa.s 
killed during a tigfat-rope performance 
given by a traveling acrobat named 
Bond, at Chamhersburg, Pa. The ex- 
hibition was given in a public garden 
on the edge of town. Bond performed 
on a rope, one end of which was fastened 
to a tree and the other to a pole driven 
into the groiinA Toward the end of tho 
exhibition this polo fell, striking tho 
child on the bead, crushing her skull 
and causing almost Instant death. Bond 
was arrested pending an investigation 
by a coroner’s jury. 



Tho U. S. cruiser San Francisco, 
which had a successful trial trip In San- 
ta Barbara channel Wednesday, return- 
ed to San Francisco Friday, baring ' 
made a trip up the coast at a speed rang- ; 
Ing from thirteen to fifteen knots. She 
was given an enthusiastic welcome as 
she passed up the hay to her anchorage, 
and her fog siren was blow almost con- 
stantly in response to salutes from the 
steam whistles. During the trip up tho 
coast the new cruiser was given a num- 
ber of turnings, reversing and steering 
tests, and naval officers alioard pro- 
nounced her manuvering qualities won- 
derful. These tests were all made 
while she was running at a rate of 
thirteen and one-half knots. One engine 
was suddenly reversed and tho holm 
thrown bard over. In tlx mlnntcs and 
two seconds the cruiser turned a 
complete circle, the diameter of 
which was less than her own length. 
She also turnf^ a complete circle 
without reversing one engine in fire 
minutes and thirty-two seconils. While 
going ahead at full speed both engines 
aere suddenly reversed and in forty- 
two seconds the vessel a-as moving 
backwards, having changed her direc- 
tion within her own length. She was 
also given an eight-hour trial with hut 
one holler in use under a foicM draught, 
the other throe boilers not being iiseA 
During this trial she averaged 
thirteen or fourteen knots and 
oon.sumod approximating between 
eight and nine tons of 
coal per hour. Tho actual speed made 
by the Ran Francisco on her trial trip In 
RantaBarharachannel Wednesday morn- 
ing has not yet been dotermincA and 
It will probably not bo known definitely 
nntil after the hoard appointed to con- 
duct the trial has submitted its final re- 
port. Calculations have not been com- 
pleted yet, and considerable work is 
necessary to determine the minutest 
detail. It is definitely set- 
tled, however, that her maximum 
speed a-as 30.00 knots, and that this 
rate was maintained during tho last ten 
knots of the run. Commodore Irwin, 
the president of the Trial Board, on his 
arrival at San Francisco Friday morn- 
ing, received a dispatch from Secretary 
Tracy, stating that the San Francisco 
had ’’broken tho rccoid.” Tho San 
Francisco will remain at the Union Iron 
W'orks about twenty-five days more l>e- 
fore she will be turned over to the Gov- 
ernment and sent to Mare Island Navy- 
yarA
